The RCDA or the Retail Coin Dealers Association Inc. is a 
newly founded numismatic society deep in the heart of Texas. This 
numismatic society is different from others in existence today. It 
is different in that it is the first of its kind. As a matter of fact 
there is no other society today that even comes close to serving the 
purposes for which this corporation was created. It is different in 
that not everyone is eligible for membership. From a recent inter- 
view, via the post office, with Mr. Wilson F. Walters, secretary- 
treasurer of the RCDA I shall try to exlainplain what I have learned 
of this society. 

The present officers of the corporation are as follows: Mr. Eliot 
J. Cashdan, President, Fort Worth, Texas; Mr. J. K. Megginson; 
Vice-President and Mr. Wilson F. Walters, 
both of Denison, Texas. 

At the time of this interview the membership stood at ninety 
two and I firmly believe that by now the membership will have 
gone well over this figure. To be eligible for membership one must 
be above the age of twenty-one years, of good character and reputa- 
tion and must be a legitimate coin dealer either in coins or supplies. 
However, a part time coin dealer is also eligible for membership, 
provided he files with the corporation a statement signed by him- 
self and three people in the community in which he lives that he is 
of good character and reputation. Any applicant regardless of 
status must be a member of some coin fraternity. Dues for mem- 
bership is ten dollars for the first year and one dollar a month 
each year thereafter. Membership in the corporation is not limited 
to Ameican dealers neither is eligibility for membership determined 
by race, creed or color. 

The advantages that this corporation offers to a member dealer 
are numerous and I shall mention a few. The corporation establishes 
awards to prevent swindles and frauds. It is a place were a member 
dealer may record information against a wrong doer. The corpora- 
tion is constantly working toward bettering the business standards 
of the coin dealer. This next advantage I feel alone constitutes 
enough reason for a coin dealer to join this society. It is written 
in the by-laws of the RCDA that, “The corporation will authorize 
a one hundred dollar reward for information concerning any rob- 
bery, and the theft over $50.00 upon or against any member of the 
RCDA.” Recently one of the members, Mr. Sidney Smith of Miami, 
Florida, was robbed of a substantial sum of coins. The corporation 
had previously had a standing reward of $100.00 but has since 
raised it to $500.00 in the hope that this new rise in reward would 
get Mr. Smith a part of his stolen property back. With this type 
of protection a dealer can’t deny that he would want to become 
a member of this society. If he does I would rather not say what 
this dealer has for brains. The corporation also furnishes facts and 
information to members concerning the coin business and informa- 
tion furnished by law enforcement authorities. It protects mem- 
bers against unjust complaints but requires its members to be fair 
in their business deals. To add more enjoyment from membership 
the corporation holds a quarterly contest for its members with 
prizes of $10.00. 

Information is accepted by the corporation on unscrupulous 
dealers or other persons from anyone who feels that he has suffi- 
cient reason for complaint. This information if sufficient is recorded 
in the credit and complaint files of the corporation, and is later 
disseminated to the members of the corporation. I therefore ask 
all non-members to put this to advantage. 

This corporation was established because its founders felt that 
a need existed for a corporation like this in the numismatic field. 
The founders felt that there was a need for better business stand- 
ards, a code of ethics, also that this corporation could go further 
to protect its membership and promote better business standards 
in the numismatic field than any other organization heretofore 
existing. 

One of the future plans of this newly founded corporation is to 
set up a committee to work out a code of ethics both for the dealer 
and for the collector. Another is to hold an annual convention of 
the corporation each year in a different part of the country. It can 
clearly be seen that this is an organization of fast workers, one that 
any dealer would be proud to be a member of. 

I hope that I have made clear what this society is and what it 
offers. To help clarify even further I would like to quote Mr. Wal- 
ters, “In recent years there has been a tremendous increase in 
coin dealers due to the rise of the numismatic hobby. It came to a 
time, due to so many entering into the numistmatic field that a 
corporation was needed to protect those who would do right against 
those who would do wrong, to protect the honest from the dis- 


honest, and to require standardization of the numismatic field with | 


the final adoption of a code of ethics for the collectors, a code of 
ethics for the dealer; to help prevent frauds and swindles upon 
innocent victims and to have a common source among all members 
where information can be furnished, or received in the interest of 
all. To fight to the end for a member, when such member is right, 
and to help him get straightened out if such member be in error; 
to establish standard policies among the members of the corpora- 
tion, when it is felt that such policies would be of the best interest of 
the members, and to the buying public.

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CHINESE CASH 
by Kalvart K. Tidwell, ANA 16320 

With the turn of the century 
the writer was living in a small 
North Texas town - Decatur, 
county seat of Wise. Here a col- 
lege site, our father was Pro- 
fessor of Latin and Greek, and 
later became college president. 

Like many Southwest towns in 
those days, we had a Chinese 
laundry, housed with living quar- 
ters in an unpainted wood frame 
building on the south edge of the 
business district, an individual 
known simply as “John China- 
man,’ conducted his trade. He 
washed and ironed by hand, and 
did a thorough job, too. He had 
plenty of business. A lighted lan- 
tern in John’s work room at 
night (quite regular) meant that 
John was catching up - “Clothes 
no stay clean, quick back here. 
Too short day,’ was his expla- 
nation 

As a lad we made friends with 
just about everybody in town - 
John included. We stopped in to 
see him quite often - fascinated 
by his manner of dampening 
shirts and flatwork. John had a 
self-contained, built in sprayer. 
He would fill his mouth with 
water and blow out a fine, even 
mist upon the piece being ironed. 
In this manner little was wasted. 
One full mouth of water ac- 
counted for many a dampening. 

John was always Singing. “Make 
work not hard,” he would say. 
Too, he loved to tell about his 
homeland - about his brothers 
and sisters back there. It seemed 
to lessen the loneliness when he 
could talk to someone about 
these things - even to a child. 

One day (midsummer of 1903) 
we found the laundry’s door fas- 
tened up. A crude sign nailed 
thereon read, John go to China - 
soon come back. Folks talked 
about John - missed him and his 
work sorely. Months pass, then 
a few days before Christmas the 
sign was down. John had re- 
turned. He had worked his way 
across the Pacific and back - all 
to visit his own country, people, 
and loved ones. 

John had not forgotten this 
lad. He called us into his cur- 
tained off world - a nook contain- 
ing a cot where he slept, a table, 
chair and trunk. Meals, mostly 
rice and rice broth, were prepared 
on the charcoal furnaces used to 
heat the heavy, flat irons. From 
the trunk John gathered up the 
small gifts he had brought us 
from China - a half dozen, fuse 
entwined, packages of firecrack- 
ers and a handful of bright, new 
Chinest coins of copper alloy, 
called cash, with a square hole in 
the center. The cash, for many 
centuries, was the only coin of 
China. 

About a year later our friend 
moved away to open a restaurant 
in a large city. As he was about 
30 years old at the time of our 
story, we must assume that he is 
now dead. Not so, however, re- 
gards our interest in Chinese 
cash pieces. The many types of 
this long issued coin commands 
this collector’s serious attention, 
and presents a rugged challenge 
seldom met.

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1907 Saint-Gaudens $20. 
Donated To Smithsonian 


Washington, D.C., May 15, 1961.—The Smithsonian Institution 
announced today the donation by Mr. Corneius Van S. Roosevelt of 
Washington, D.C., of an experimental high-relief double eagle or 
$20 gold piece, dated 1907, designed by Augustus Saint-Gaudens at 
the request of President Theodore Roosevelt. 


This is one of the great rarities of the United States coin series 
and has in addition an unusual historical connotation since it was 
owned originally by Theodore Roosevelt, who had devoted consider- 
able efforts toward its design and production. 


_ In fact, in the winter of 1905, Theodore Roosevelt met at a 
dinner in Washington with Augustus Saint-Gaudens whose sculp- 
tures the President admired greatly. The conversation drifted to 
the beauty of ancient Greek coins, described by Saint-Gaudens as 
almost the only coins of real artistic merit. Why could not the 
United States have coins as betutiful as the Greek ones, the Pres- 
ident wished to know. If Saint-Gaudens would model them, he, the 
President, would cause them to be minted. 


Thus started a unique venture in modern monetary history. 


| Manifesting once more his versatility and extraordinary energy, 


Theodore Roosevelt found the time to conduct personally the cam- 
paign for a more artistic series of United States coinage designs. 
On November 6, 1905, the President said in a letter to Saint-Gaudens 
regarding these designs: 


“I want to make a suggestion. It seems to me worth to try for 
a really good coinage; though I suppose there will be a revolt about 
it! I was looking at some gold coins of Alexander the Great today, 
and I was struck by their high relief. Would it not be well to have 
our coins in high relief, and also to have the rims raised? The point 


of having the rims raised would be, of course, to protect the figure 


on the coin; and if we have the figures in high relief, like the figures 
on the old Greek coins, they will surely last longer. What do you 
think of this?” 


For two years President and sculptor give much time and 
energy to the task of producing the new coin designs. The models 
finally adopted for the double eagle were of unusual artistic merit. 
The obverse showed a standing figure of “Liberty,” holding aloft 
in her right hand the torch of enlightenment and in the left the 
olive branch of peace. On the reverse side was a rendering of a fly- 
ing eagle above a rising sun. 


A few experimental pieces having an extremely high relief were 
struck at the President’s order. These exceedingly rare pieces can 
be easily distinguished from the ones issued later fro general circu- 
lation, and also having a very high relief. 


The field of the rare experimental pieces is excessively concave 
and connects directly with the edge without any border, giving it a 
sharp knife-like appearance; the Liberty’s skirt shows on side of 
right leg two folds; the Capitol building in the background at left 
is very small; the date, 1907, is in Roman numerals. The sun, on the 
reverse side, has 14 rays. 


In addition to these experimental pieces, 11,250 high-relief $20 
gold pieces were struck on a medal press for general distribution 
and may be found today in many collections. Their relief is some- 
what lower than that of the experimental pieces. Around the edge 
they have a border; the Liberty’s skirt has three folds on side of 


right leg; the Capitol building is considerably larger; the date, 1907, 
is indicated in Roman numerals. On the reverse, there are only 13 
rays extending from the sun. 


For practical reasons and especially since these high-relief coins 
could not be struck on a regular coin press and would not stack, 


'it was decided soon to revert to the customary flat relief. A large 


number of similar flat-relief double eagles were issued in 1907 (these 
pieces show the date in Arabic numerals) and in later years up to 
1933, when the issuance of gold coins was discontinued. 


Theodore Roosevelt’s $20 gold piece, donated by Mr. Cornelius 
Van S. Roosevelt, will be placed on permanent display in the Smith- 
sonian Institution’s new hall of monetary history. It should remind 


us of the President’s words about this piece: 

“Certain things were done of which the economic bearing was 
more remote but which bore directly upon our welfare, because 
they add to the beauty of living and therefore to the joy of life.”

zip. The truth, according to MD, 
the Medical Newsmagazine, is 
that the almond paste was known 
to Oriental gourmets for cen- 
turies. Crusaders brought it back 
to Europe in the shape of a coin 
then current, the marchpane. 

Chocolate has its own claims 
to antiquity but, oddly enough, 
was a late entry into the candy 
world. 


The cacao bean is the source 
of all our chocolate and cocoa. 
Dark brown and resembling al- 
monds, the beans grow in pods 
the size and shap of a small foot- 
ball, attached directly to the 
trunk of the cacao tree. 


Cacao culture flourishes in trop- 

ical regions of heavy rainfall, 
with a marked concentration in 
West Africa. Ghana, Nigeria, the 
Ivory Coast, and the Cameroons 
now supply about two-thirds of 
the world’s needs. 


The early history of chocolate, 
however, is shrouded in the an- 
cient mists of the Mexican and 
Central American rain forests. 
Centuries before the white man| 
knew of Mexico, the Aztec ruling 
families fancied a cacao-bean 
beverage called ‘‘chocolatl.” (The 
Aztecs used the beans as money, 
too. According to report, the 
price of a good slave was 100
